Wilson indicated that the 
Marble Estates property, 
some 155 acres located be­ 
tween Sepulveda and Lomi- 
ta Blvd. on Crenahaw, 
should be included in pro­ 
posed zoning studies of the 
entire area.

A study of the entire seg­ 
ment by the Planning Com­ 
mission to determine the 
best possible balanced devel­ 
opment is indicated, accord­

ing to informed city sources.
Originally, property in the 

entire area had been zoned 
for industrial use. Two years 
ago the council approved 
zone changes to allow con­ 
struction of family residen­ 
ces in a portion of the area 
while tjie balance, including 
the Marble Estate Tract, 
had been held for industrial 
use.

Councilmen who favored 
the zone change on the 
Marble Estates tract reason­ 
ed that, if a part of the land 
were changed in character, 
all should be changed, and 
that residents who brought 
homes in good faith should 
not, suddenly,. find a large 
industrial development in 
their backyards.

Governor's Address

The elephant and the donkey lihked arms Thurs­ 
day evening as the Bi-Partisan Committee of Torrance 
played host to Governor and Mrs. Edmund G. Brown 
at a banquet at the Jump 'N Jack Restaurant.

Under the able co-chairmanship of Torrance at­ 
torney Boris Woolley and actress Uosemary DeCamp 
Schidler the governor told the "standing room only" 
audience of the problems that presently confront resi­ 
dents of the state

Noting the audience \\HS made up «>! !><>ih Demo- 
crats and Republicans, he said;

"Of icoursc. I have deep partisan affiliations of my 

own. and 1 adhere firmly to the principles of the 
Democratic party. But these convictions support my 
effort to serve Californians in the manner which will 
advance the general interest, of every man. woman 
and child in our state."

Brown listed the three most important problems 
]>ow facing the residents of Southern California as 
water, education and the growing menace of narcotics.

Commenting upon water development programs 
that have been initiated during his term of office, he 
said; ". . . we promised to take action in water de­ 
velopment. The North existed under the threat of 
floods. The South was living on borrowed time and 
urgently needed to start on a new water program. Yet 
the California Water Plan had bogged down in sec­ 
tional stalemate and a war of words."

Feather River project and subsequent develop­ 
ment are his answer to this program, he stated.

Steelworkers Offer 
By 1119-595 Ballot
Harvey. Aluminum em­ 

ployees Friday rejected 
bids by the United Steel- 
workers of America to or­ 
ganise the Torrance plant 
at U)200 So. Western Ave.

Approximately 2.000 em­ 
ployees of the plant reject­ 
ed the union offer by a 
vote of Illf) to 595.

On two previous occa­ 
sions company workers 
had rejected organisation 
of the plant. Earlier union 
elections had been held in 
1059 and again in 1050.

Friday's election had

been ordered by the Na 
tional Labor Relations 
Board in Washington. D.C. 
when the union com­ 
plained that the company 
tried to discourage em­ 
ployee union support, be­ 
fore last year's vote.

Of the 1900 employees 
eligible to vote in the elec­ 
tion, slightly more than 
1700 made it to the polls.

As the only major alum­ 
inum producing company 
in the United States which 
has not been unionized. 
Harvey workers have re­ 
peatedly rejected over­

tures from labor organiza­ 
tions.

In the Oregon plant
election several months

 ago only 60 votes, out of
more than 500, favored
unionization.

Company administrators 
yesterday attributed the 
top heavy vote against the 
union to employee satis­ 
faction with company la­ 
bor policies, working con­ 
ditions and compensation.

Heads of the Steel work­ 
er's Union were in the 
area Friday to watch the 
outcome of the election.
